WHAT'S SAUCE FOR THE GOOSE... 


As everyone should know by now, the federal government 
looks with sterm disfavor upon price discrimination in private 
business. It even sends its young Attorney General out on a 
punitive expedition to mete punishment to the unjust. Price dis- 
crimination by government, however, is pretty smart stuff. 

For an example: when a southern railroad recently put into 
service a giant new hopper car with technological improvements 
that would permit considerable savings to shippers while netting 
more profit for the railroad, the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion put its foot down. No rate reduction offers to private in- 
dustry. No such barrier, however, has been placed on the 
Agricultural Department. Under provisions of the Interstate 
Commerce Act it has quite legally arranged with the same rail- 
road for low-rate transportation of surplus corn in the new cars. 

We are heartily in favor of the government saving money. 
It is such an unaccustomed pleasure. But the deal just goes to 
show that while letting the left hand know not what the right 
hand doeth has merit in its Biblical context, in government it can 
lead to some rather indefensible double standards. 

Or, to put it another way — what's sauce for the gocse 
should be sauce for the gander.

The newest Dr. Seuss book, THE 
SNEETCHES AND OTHER STOR-

Two major measures, both 
of which aroused considerable 
controversy; have started on 
their way, though neither their 
proponents nor their oppon- 
ents are making any confident 
predictions as to their ulti- 
mate fates. 

First of these proposals to 
move was a bill to permit the 
banning of draw poker on a 
county by county basis. Out 
of the wide variety of meas- 
ures on this subject, the as- 
sembly criminal procedure 
committee selected one sup- 
ported by the administration, 
and sent it to the floor with an 
overwhelmingly favorable 
vote. This particular bill 
would authorize the board of 
supervisors of any county to 
put a proposition to ban draw 
poker on the ballot. If approv- 
ed by the voters, the ban 
would apply to the entire 
county, including all cities in 
it. 

The other measure to re- 
ceive preliminary action was 
the proposed - constitutional 
amendment to reapportion the 
state senate. It will be recall- 
ed from one of my earlier 
columns that in 1961 we set 
up a special study commis- 
sion on senatorial representa- 
tion. This group, made up of 
both legislators and lay citi- 
zens, recommended a for- 
mula under which a county 
would be entitled to one sena- 
tor for each 1.5 million of 
population, up to a maximum 
of four. The effect would have 
been to give Los Angeles 
three additional senators in 


the senate. All these seat: 
would be in addition to the 
40 now provided by the con- 
stitution. 

The effect of this new for- ~ 
mula would be to give Los 
Angeles the same three addi- 
tional seats in 1964; but be- 
sides that, to give one more 
seat each to Alameda, Orange, 
San Diego, and San Francis- 
co. The proposal would raise 
total senate membership to 
47. Representation for the 
five counties would be in- 
creased from the present five 
senators to 12. Their combin- 
ed percentage of total mem- 
bership would be upped from 
12% per cent to more than 
25 


Membership of the senate 
would not remain static under 
this formula, but would jump 
after each decennial census. 
It was estimated that the to- 
tal would be increased to 63 
or 64 after the 1980 census. 

The final outcome on this 
measure will be interesting to 
every Californian, from the 
heights of Mt. Shasta to the 
floor of Death Valley. Since 
a two-third vote is needed in 
each house, political sooth- 
sayers are making no predic. 
tions.

COUNTY HEALTH OFFICER EXPLAINS 
NEW LEGISLATIVE ACT CONCERNING 
THE SERVING OF FOOD TO THE PUBLIC 


VISALIA, Mar. 2?—The revised 
California Restaurant act has rais- 
ed innumerable questions among 
groups which have traditionally 
served meals, held potluck dinners 
or held cake sales according to re- 
ports from the Tulare County 
Health department. Questions di- 
rected to the Health department 
have dealt with the reasons for 


| the inclusions of church and PTA 


functions in the act. 

This was answered ‘in part by Dr. 
Clark Richardson, health officer, 
who stated’ that over the years a 
great many food poisoning epi: 
sodes have been traced back to 
church socials and potluck dinners. 

The interpretation by the state 
attorney general has ruled that the 
Act does not apply to the selling 
to the public of food for consump- 
tion off the premises by a non- 
profit organization, nor does it ap- 
ply to the serving of meals by such 
organization to its members and 
the members’ guests if no em- 
ployee or member is assigned full 
time to care for and operate 
equipment used in such arrange- 
ments. However, it does apply 
where such organization serves 
meals to the public. 

George Cox, director of sani- 
tation, pointed’ out that if the 
activity is subject to the Restau- 
rant act, then the food served may 
not be prepared in a private 
home. 

Whether or not a particular 
food-connected activity is subject 
to the act depends upon whether
